Fuel Not Saved

I find no objection to Daylight Saving Tim e during the 
w arm su m m er months. In fact, I like it, and as tar as 
I’m concerned, it could even start earlier in the Spring 
and last until later in the Fall. But this “ year-round 
time saving" for e n e rg ie s sake, m akes absolutely no 
sense to m e a t all. 
So, you see, Mr. President I didn’t grum ble when the 
m eat prices rose, I just ate less m eat. I really didn t 
argue with fuel conservation, believing it to be in the 
best interests for all concerned. But now' that I

H istorical survey c o m ­ 
mittee directors John Wells 
of Plano and Gerald Furr of 
Rhea Mills met with an 
architect to discuss plans for 
a building for the museum. 
Wells said directors of the 
historical 
group are 
now 
getting 
input 
from 
all 
members of the organization 
to try and determine what 
type of building would be best 


suited for the farm museum 
Discussing possible building 
plans 
with 
the 
CCHSC 
directors was W.S. Allen, 
e x te n s io n 
a g r i c u l t u r a l 
engineer with Texas A&M 
University. 
Wells 
said 
about 
the 
museum building, “We are 
thinking of constructing a 
building which can be ex­ 
panded. We haven’t decided 
on a location yet.” 
Being given prime con­ 
sideration for the museum 
location is a plot adjacent to 
the youth show bam in the 
Franklin Community. 
Furr said he feels a farm 
museum will be one of the 
best 
educational 
tools 
imaginable for the county. 
When 
com pleted, 
the 
museum will be looking for

What started out as a 
hobby eight years ago for 
Bill 
Newland, 
has 
mushroomed into a full scale 
business, although he still 
considers it a hobby. 
A native of Richardson, 
Newland has been engaged 
in broadcast advertising for

Maryland and Delaware. He 
is pursuing that profession in 
this area, but still finds time 
to devote to the new coin 
business which he opened to 
the public on Jan 2. 
Located at 1502 14th St., 
the Alamo Coin Annex is 
affiliated with the Alamo 
Coin Shop in Richardson. 
According to 
N ew land 
there is a difference between 
a coin collector 
and 
a 
hoarder. 
“ Unless coins are properly 
mounted and labeled, they 
are worth nothing more than 
face value,” Newland said. 
Dealer 


Which simply means that 
if you have a lot of coins 
tossed in a box or fruit jar, 
you are a hoarder, and the 
properly 
m ounted 
and 
itemized coins are collectors 
items. 
“ Coin collecting,” he said, 
“is the oldest hobby in the 
world and it is the second 
largest hobby in the United 
States today.” 
There are differences in 
coins and in sets. A proof set 
is 
a 
perfect 
set, 
highly 
glossed and hand buffed and 
sent through the engraving 
m achines very slow ly.An 
u n circu lated coin is one 
which has never been in 
circulation to the general 
public, and a mint set, while 
buffed, is double stamped 
faster than a proof set and 
may 
contain 
som e 
im ­ 
perfections. 
The “ Ike” dollars which 
were minted in 
1973 for 
circulation 
were 
in 
such 


great demand, they were 
never distributed at all, and 
according to Newland the 
mint sets have increased in 
value from $6 to $28 percent 
since 1973. A single “ Ike” 
dollar 
is 
now 
valued 
at 
$10.50. 
In his shop, Newland is 
currently displaying a 20th- 
century type set which in­ 
cludes a $2.50 gold piece. The 
cost of this set is in excess of 
$2,000 and fluctuates slightly 
as the price of gold rises and 
falls. 
Considered to be a very 
rare collection, the type set 
in the shop is the only one 
N ew land has ever 
seen 
except in the Smithsonian 
Institute. He said he was not 
sure just how many sets 
there are, but he suspects 
there are not many. 
Newland, the father of one 
son, 
is 
happy 
to 
have 
youngsters come in the shop 
and browse. He keeps a jar 


of pennies handy so they can 
examine them. 
As 
a courtesy 
to coin 
collectors, Newland will do 
appraisal 
work, 
with 
an 
option to purchase, at no 
charge and will work with 
any collector to help him get 
his coin books in order. 
He feels that with 
the 
affiliation of two shops, if a 
wanted items not in supply, 
it is possible to find it, in 
approximately 48 hours. 
For $5 an “offering,” the 
Alamo Coin Shop will send

Bake at 350 degrees for 30 to 35 minutes or until mixture 
begins to pull away from sides of pan. Cool in pan; cut into 
bars. Makes about 20 bars. 
NOTE: For >2 cup crushed cereal, start with about DA 
cups cereal flakes. 


Date Drops 


I-12 cups unsifted all-purpose flour 
I teaspoon double-acting baking powder 
4 teaspoon salt 
:i4 cup butter, margarine, or shortening 
1 cup sugar 
2 eggs 
2 cups fortified oat flakes 
I cup chopped pecans 
I cup chopped dates 
I teaspoon vanilla 
Mix flour with baking pow'der and salt. Cream butter until 
softened. Gradually add sugar; cream until light fluffy. Add 
eggs and beat well. Add flour mixture; mix until well 
biended. Then stir in cereal, nuts, dates, and vanilla. Drop 
by teaspoons onto ungreased baking sheets. Bake at 375 
degrees for 12 minutes, or until lightly browned.

Ribbon Cookies 


I cup (2 sticks) butter 
D-4 cups sugar 
I egg 
I teaspoon vanilla 
2 4 cups sifted regular all-purpose flour 
14 teaspoons baking powder 
1/4 teaspoon salt 
I square (I oz.) unsweetened chocolate, melted 
4 cup finely chopped pecans 
4 cup finely chopped cherries 


In a mixing bowl cream butter ; gradually add sugar and 
beat until light and fluffy. Add egg and vanilla and beat 
thoroughly. Sift together flour, baking powder and salt; 
gradually add to creamed mixture. Divide dough into three 
parts. Add chocolate and pecans to one part, cherries to one 
part and leave one part plain. Chill for ease in handling. Line 
a 14 quart loaf dish with aluminum foil. Pack cherry dough 
in layer in bottom; cover with chocolate dough; top with 
layer of plain dough. Chill overnight. Lift dough from pan 
with fork. Cut in half lengthwise. Cut in 4-inch slices; place 
on baking sheet. Bake in a preheated 375 degree oven 8-10 
minutes.

4 cup (14 sticks) butter 
I cup firmly packed light brown sugar

1 teaspoon vanilla 
2 cups sifted regular all-purpose flour 
I teaspoon baking soda 
4 teaspoon ground ginger 
II teaspoon cinnamon 
11 teaspoon salt 
I cup finely chopped walnuts 
Candied cherries (optional 
In a mixing bowl cream butter; gradually add sugar and 
. beat until light and fluffy. Add egg and vanilla; beat 
thoroughly. Sift together flour, baking soda, ginger, cin­ 
namon and salt; gradually add to creamed mixture. Stir in 
nuts. Chill for ease in handling. Shape into balls I-inch in 
diameter. Place on baking sheet. Flatten slightly with 
bottom of glass which has been dipped in flour. Press cherry 
into top, if desired. Bake in preheated 350 degree oven 10-12 
minutes. Remove to wire rack to cool. Yield: 4-5 dozen. 


Orange Slice Squares 


4 eggs, well beaten 
1 box brown sugar 
4 teaspoon vanilla 
2 cups flour 
4 teaspoon salt 
18 candy orange slices, chopped 
4 cup chopped nuts 
Gradually add sugar to eggs. Add vanilla. Sift dry 
ingredients over nuts and chopped candy orange slices until 
each piece is coated. Combine mixtures and stir until well 
mixed. Pour into a greased I5”x l l ” shallow pan and bake at 
350 degrees for 30 minutes. While still hot spread with glaze. 
Glaze: 
34 cup confectioners powdered sugar 
Orange juice 
Combine sugar with orange juice to, spreading con­ 
sistency. Cut into 14-inch squares while still warm. Yield: 
35 squares.

N EW YO RK (U P I) — Meatless recipes 
from the great Depression are helping at 
least one woman cope with today’s high 
meat prices. 
Writing in NRTA Journal, Erica Planck 
tells of the recipesharing that went on 
among her neighbors in Buffalo. N. Y , 
during the 1930s. The journal is published by 
and for the National Retired Teachers 
Assn., Long Beach, Calif. 
The following recipes from Ms. Planck’s 
article are fuel as well as money-savers. 
The time needed for cooking tomato 
soybeans can be halved if you use a pressure 
cooker for preliminary step. Cover I cup of 
dried soybeans with 4 cups of water, bring to 
boil and boil at least I Vi hours, or until 
tender; or pressure cook them, following 
cooker manufacturer’s directions. 
Drain, reserving liquid for soup. 
Alternate layers of beans with layers of 
cooked, wholekernel corn in a baking dish, 
using 2 cups of corn. Mix 24 cups of stewed 
tomatoes with I teaspoon each of sugar and 
salt and pour over beans and corn. Top with 
I cup of soft bread crumbs, sprinkle with 4 
cup of grated cheddar cheese and paprika. 
Bake 30 minutes in preheated 350-degree 
oven. 
Quick-cooking split peas 
make 
these 
croquettes a time and energy saver. Cook I 
cup of the peas in 24 cups of boiling water 
until tender. Drain and force through a 
sieve. Add 2 tablespoons of butter, 
4 
teaspoon of sage and a dash of nutmeg. Let 
cool, then stir in I tablespoon of grated 
onion, I egg, beaten and 2 tablespoons of 
heavy cream or other liquid. Chill until firm. 
Shape into croquettes, roll in wheat germ or 
bread crumbs, using total of 4 cup. Fry in 
hot oil until browned. 
Tuna in tomato aspic needs no cooking at 
all. Soften I envelope of unflavored gelatin 
in 4 cup of cold water 5 minutes. Place over 
low heat and stir until gelatin is dissolved. 
Add 14 cups of tomato juice, 2 tablespoons 
of vinegar, 2 teaspoons of lemon juice and a 
dash of salt. Chill until mixture starts to 
thicken, then mix in I (7-ounce) can of tuna, 
drained and flaked and 4 cup diced celery. 
Pour into 4 molds and chill until set. Serve 
on lettuce leaves with sliced egg garnish. 
Fish cakes make good use of leftovers. 
Combine 4 cup of flaked cooked fish with 4 
teaspoon each of minced onion and lemon 
juice, salt and pepper to taste, I egg, slightly 
beaten, and 4 cup of cold mashed potatoes. 
Mix well, form into cakes, coat with I 
tablespoon of flour and brown on both sides 
in 2 tablespoons of shortening. 
Onion cheese pie bakes in only 30 minutes. 
To complete the meal, serve a mixed green 
or a cooked vegetable salad and sliced 
apples baked in a covered dish at the same 
time as the pie. Melt 4 tablespoons of 
margarine and mix with 14 cups of cracker 
crumbs. Press mixture on bottom and sides 
of a pie pan. Saute 3 onions, thinly sliced, in 2 
tablespoons of margarine until tender and 
soft. Place the cooked onions in a crust. Beat 
2 eggs with I cup of milk, I teaspoon of salt, 
V) teaspoon of pepper and 4 cup sharp 
cheddar cheese. Heat gently until cheese 
melts. Pour over onions, spinkle with 4 cup 
of cracker crumbs and bake 30 minutes in 
preheated 325-degree oven. Serve hot. 
Warm gi a mu apple pie in graham cracker 
crust would be a good dessert to follow eggs

To make the main dish, cut tops from 4 
small tomatoes and scoop out the pulp, 
saving it for the sauce.

While they bake melt 2 
tablespoons of butter in a small saucepan, 
stir in 2 tablespoons of flour and 2 cups of 
milk and cook, stirring, until thick Add I 
teaspoon each of Worcestershire sauce and 
sugar, 4 teaspoon of celery salt, 2 teaspoons 
of minced onion, chopped, drained tomato 
pulp and salt and pepper to taste. Serve the 
tomato eases on toast and top with sauce.

Kazakh, Moldavian, Polish, 
Czech, Bulgarian, Slovene, 
Turkish, Hindi, Spanish, 
Italian, French, Portuguese,

Hebrew, 
Arabic. 
Persian, Urdu, English, an 
obscure Crimean language 
called 
Karaite and 
three 
Gypsy dialects. 
Cherenkov, 37. a senior 
editor at the Institute of 
Scientific Information of 
Social Sciences, says 
the 
language that gave him the 
most trouble was English. 
"Perhaps that is because I 
learned it in school and had 
to study all the rules, which 
is not the way I'm used to 
doing it," he said. "The most 
effective

communicating with people 
whose language I ’m lear­ 
ning." 
Cherenkov’s linguistic vir­ 
tuosity 
came 
to 
light 
recently when a reporter for 
the 
newspaper 
Socialist 
Industry overheard him in a 
hotel lobby helping a tourist 
who spoke only Hindi. 
Cherenkov said the first 
language he learned, after 
Russian, was Ukranian, and 
that awoke an interest in all 


Slavic 
languages. 
He 
proceeded to tackle them, 
then 
went 
on 
to 
other 
languages. 
He said he takes three to 
four months at most to learn 
a language, and keeps in 
practice through his work 
"M y work gives me an 
opportunity 
to 
deal 
with 
texts in almost all 
the 
languages Iv e learned,” he 
said. "Without that, I could 
easily have forgotten what I 
knew 


Cherenkov, a graduate of 
the 
Foreign 
Language 
Institute in Moscow, said his 
linguistic 
skill 
often sur­ 
mises people he meets. Once 
in Vilnius, the capital of 
Lithunia, an elderly woman 
stopped 
him 
and 
asked 
directions in a Lithuanian 
dialect. 
"She was very surprised 
when I answered in the same 
dialect that l a m a stranger 
and not a Lithuanian,” he

Arouses Fascination

D ILLO N ,Colo. (U P I) — Stuart Bruce 
Gordon sleeps in a big martini glass 
above a waterfall in a Hobbit house he 
shot out of a gun. 
Friends and neighbors aren't exactly 
sure what it is that he and his wife, 
Elbe, really live in. They’re hard put to 
call his sprayed foam dwelling near 
Lake Dillon, high in the Colorado 
Rockies, a “ house,” but they view it 
with a mixture of awe and fascination. 
“ That’s what’s most satisfying of 
all—the reaction of people who come to 
see this,” said the 49-year-old painter, 
sculptor, construction engineer, school 
teacher and ex-fighter pilot. “ Most are 
ecstatic. They light up. But there’s no 
question. With just this spray gun I can 


sculpt a whole town— and that town will 
be exportable. It will conquer the 
world.” 
Gordon’s enthusiasm is mild, voiced 
beside his creation which loops and 
whirls across the hillside like a gigantic 
sand castle. A man could mark its yard- 
thick walls with a fingernail, but a 
bulldozer would need the assistance of a 
dynamite charge to knock them down. 
Foam is the Secret 
Gordon calls his rolling pile of foam - 
drilled, cut, carved and sculpted to the 
whim of an artist seeking to dwell 
physically within his own creation— 
’’Ensculptic V II.” 
The secret is polyurethane foam. The 
stuff, sprayed from a nozzle at the end 
of a twoinch hose, goes on like paint but 
immediately expands to 25 times its 
initial volume. It absorbs practically no 
moisture, burns only from 700 degrees 
up and can be carved like balsa wood. A 
final coat of cement stucco makes it 
flinty hard. 
Best of all, from the construction 
standpoint, the foam bears weight out 
of all proportion to its own—a fact 
proven by Gordon who defied a lot of 
expert advice by making “ Ensculptic 
V II” a two-story affair. 
No straight line mars the tumbling 
curvature inside or out. The living 
room-kitchen combination downstairs 
thus becomes a paleolithic cave where 
Neanderthal paintings and bas reliefs 
whisper amid indirect lighting and 
eight track stereo. 
No stairs lead to the upper level. 
Instead, two long gradually sloping 
tunnels twist upward to open suddenly 
in a guest bedroom shaped like the 
inner shell of a chambered Nautilus. 
Rome Has Experts 


Another bedroom spills onto a gently 
curv ing roof through a glass arch that 
frames the distant Gore 
Range. 
Spectacular ‘Martini Room’ 
A bubble canopy covers the down­ 
stairs dining room and earth ultimately 
wAll cover one end of the structure to a 
depth of ten feet, blending it neatly into 
the hillside and pines. 
The “ martini room” is most spec­ 
tacular of all. There, round beds 
mounted atop ten-foot stems rise from a 
tropical garden with its waterfall in the 
deep pit below. Each bed sports its own 
ovoid window aimed at the stars. 
The foam w'alls blend and enfold 
everything — bureaus, bookcases, deep 
Japanese bathtubs, even the desk in 
Gordon’s den which resembles nothing 
so much as a grotto in a cavern. 
Gordon worked on “ Ensculptic V II 
for three years— though he said once 
the design concept is worked out it 
could be raised in just a few- weeks, 
“ enabling the builder to beat that 13 per 
cent construction money.” 
Fights Building Codes 
Pragmatism and function were low- 
on Gordon’s list of priorities when he 
mentally launched his project 20 years 
ago. Though very much in evidence, 
they will remain low in years to come. 
“ Form and beauty are as important 
as function,” he said. “ W e’re done with 
inventing things. What we need now is 
to swing into the era of art, just as 
young people have swung to Eastern 
religions. They run through Raja Yoga 
to transcendental meditation, then to 
becoming godlike themselves. If you 
love God, why then you’ve got to start 
dressing in beautiful clothes, using 
beautiful words and living in beautiful 
surroundings. 
“ To live here, ITI have to get out of 
my work clothes and dirty boots. ITI 
have to trim my beard. I ’m even 
designing a whole new wardrobe for 
people who live in houses like this.” 
Only 
the 
thought 
of established 
building codes, rules and regulations 
darkens Gordon’s dream of “ Gor- 
dontown” —the sculpted foam 
com­ 
munity he plans to build next. 
“ Building codes are illegal and un­ 
constitutional,” he said. “ Look, if I can 
build something that is sound and 
safe— something esthetically beautiful 
that people can enjoy, why should I be 
blocked? I would encourage a legal 
fight over this. The publicity would do 
the trick. I think 1 11 win.”

The prime reason is the wealth of 
resident experts on world food needs 
and problems that disrupt and threaten 
millions 
of 
lives, 
especially 
in 
starvation-prone 
underdeveloped 


countries. 
The U. N. Food and Agriculture 
Organization 
(FAO ), 
headquartered 
near the site of the ancient ( in us 
Maximus, has long been the vanguard 
of efforts to curb and resolve the world 
food crisis. 
F A O ’s 131-nation governing con­ 
ference recently approved measures 
designed to give regularity, balance 
and security 
to world agricultural 
production and trade. 
—It endorsed the principles and 
objectives of a world lood security 
policy roposed by 
FAO Directoi 
General 
Addeke 
IL 
Boerma. 
The 
program aims at averting food crises 
by encouraging and, in cases of some 
developing nations, helping finance the 
buildup of grain stocks by all nations to 
serve as a cushion against crop failures 
and other food shortage causes. 


—It instructed Boerma to draft a 
strategy for international agricultural 
adjustment that would increase and 
harmonize world food production and 
trade. An essential element, the con­ 
ference said, should be the offering of 
opportunities to developing countries to 
increase their share in a general ex­ 
pansion of world agricultural trade. 


An 
FAO official said 
the 
three 
measures “ seek to respond to growing 
world concern over the problems of 
adequate food supplies, now and in the 
future, for a growing world population 
and over the need to improve both 
production and export performance by 
developing countries. 
“ This would enable these nations to 
finance more of their economic and 
social growth from their own expert 
earnings,” he said.
